Hepatitis Hits 
Younger Adults

Infectious hepatitis is an 
ailment, that affects the liver 
and is an infection that any­ 
one may get. although chil­ 
dren and young adults are 
more susceptible than are 
older individuals. However, 
symptoms of illness tend to 
he more severe and of long­ 
er duration in persons over 
.10 years of age. and most 
of the deaths that occur take 
place in this age group. The 
disease is fatal in from two 
to five percent of the cases 

| that occur.
Hepatitis, which means in­ 

flammation of the liver, is 
caused by a virus. Chiefly, 
it spreads directily from 
person to person but may 
sometimes be transmitted 
through food or water that 
has been contaminated by a 
hepatitis patient.

The early symptom* of in­ 
fectious hepatitis, which ap­ 
pear in from 10 to 40 and 
most c o m m o n 1 y 25 days 
after infection with the IH 
virus, resemble those of 
many other infections and 
include chills, aches and 
pains, fever, headache, nau­ 
sea, and discomfort or ten­ 
derness in the upper right 

i seel ion of the abdomen. A 
yellowing of the skin or eye- 

i balls (jaundice) may or may 
i not occur a B the disease 
progresses.
